Chapter 380 of the Laws of 1913, entitled an Act to 
Establish Water Works in the ‘own of Amherst, in the 
County of Hillsborough, and pass all necessary votes 
in relation thereto. 


9g. ‘lo see what action the town will take in adopt- 
ing chapter 265, sec. 22 in regard to bowling alleys. 


10. ‘To see what action the town will take in en- 
larging the New Cemetery. 


11. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$100 for sidewalks in the village. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


13. ‘To hear the reports of all town officers, agents 
and committees, and pass any votes relating thereto. 


14. ‘To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before said meeting.

REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 1o1q4. 


Increase In Public Expenditures. 

No power has constituted the members of the tax 
commission guardians of the public in respect to ex- 
penditures for the support of government, and they 
have no disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, 
“economy being a most essential virtue in all states,” 
and it being “the duty of legislators and magistrates *** 
to countenance and inculcate the principles of *** econ- 
omy,’ all as set forth in the constitution of the state, the 
commissioners believe themselves to be amply justified 
in urging, as they have so often urged before, the im- 
portance of this subject upon the voters of the state. 
The public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ 
business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for every extravagance affecting it from the inception to 
the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public au- 
thority upon people or property is in the broad sense of 
the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burden- 
some if called a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow 
therefore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are 
included with the taxes upon polls and estates. ‘To il- 
lustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, 
it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estates rep- 
resent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 
per cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the 
counties, cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

‘Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
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bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,.420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase 
of $3,391,018 8s, OFsbs perscent.j,einm temryears.: {but 
these figures do not adequately represent the velocity the 
upward movement has now attained. ‘To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was $924,388.79, Or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, 
while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
greater than in 1908. By SO much did the advance in the 
last half of said period exceed that in the first half. 
These figures will be the more alarming if it is remem- 
bered that while taxes already suthciently heavy were 
advancing 63 per cent., the population of the state in- 
creased only about 45 per cent., and while the one was 
advancing 39 per cent., the other increased only about 
Blarperscenitts 

It ae instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclu- 
sive, the annual increase in all taxes defined. and limited 
as above was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$333,501.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in 
the middle and considering the halves separately. For 
the first five years the average annual increase was $184,- 
877.70; for the last five years it was $439,446.01. It is 
surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sus- 
tain a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate 
of practically half a million dollars a year without crip- 
pling her industries. and improverishing her people. 
Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract capital

from without the state or to encourage business within 
the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not 
less disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in 
taxes for each man, woman and child in the state. Five 
years later there were assessed $14.75 for each individ- 
ual, and in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had 
been equally distributed among all the people it would 
have meant a burden of $100 for each family of five 
members. Though in reality there was little such 
equality in the assessment there was much ni the pay- 
ment. “lhe fact is that those who occupy, use or con- 
sume property, no matter who owns it, are those who 
in the last analysis pay most, 1f not all, of the taxes 
thereon. If the wage earner or the man of limited 
means understood he was in reality paying something 
like $100 a year in state and municipal and half as much 
more in federal taxes for the government of himself, his 
wife and three children his influence and his vote would 
more frequently make for economy in appropriations 
and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet all 
hand except in part.

Four years ago in my annual report I advocated the 

establishment of an Agricultural High School in Am- 

herst. I saw that-many of our citizens took great pride 

in keeping a high school in their home town. I was 

afraid to re-establish a school of the same type as we 

had run before, for fear that it would meet the same 

fate as the old school. We were in reach of two schools 

of the classical type and in case we should fail to sup- 

port our school properly for a few years the pupils would 

desert us as they did before. Our location was such 
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that nothing but a first class school, and one providing 
for the needs of the town, would have been just to our 
pupils, many of whom were well satisfied with condit- 
ions as they were. 

At our last annual meeting it was voted to establish 
a Practical Arts High School. ‘The sentiment seemed 
to be unanimous that it should fit the needs of the town 
and that a sufficient but reasonable sum of money should 
be used to make it an excellent school. It was with this 
understanding of the sentiment of the district that I 
developed plans to present to the school board, on which 
general plan the school is now being conducted. It is 
no small task to start a common high school, and a much 
greater one to establish a school of the kind we now can 
see in our own district. Many doubts were expressed, 
not only in this town but in surrounding towns, as to the 
success of the school. These doubts served only to 
make me more careful to drive the undertaking to a 
successful conclusion. There was no doubt but that 
Agriculture for boys and Domestic Science for girls 
should be taught. ‘The great problem in making the 
program was to decide what other practical work, if 
any, should be given. Last June I visited most of the 
high schools in Massachusetts that gave courses in Ag- 
riculture. | found that some of these also had courses 
in Manual Training for the boys, but that nothing was 
provided for the girls but Domestic Science. In 
case a girl wanted other practical work she 
was given more Domestic Science. I finally  se- 
lected Farm Shop Work for the boys, and Music and 
Art Appreciation for the girls, and this was approved 
by the school board. We are training home makers, 
and there are other rooms in the house besides the Kitch: 
en. Domestic Science trains a girl to live in the dining 
room, sewing room, bed room, and kitchen. Music and 
Art Appreciation train her to live in the sitting room or 
parlor.

Locating the school was almost as difficult as mak- 
ing the program or outlining the work. I looked long- 
ingly at the chapel and hall north of our grounds. The 
school board secured the use of the lower room of the 
hall for Domestic Science. The Farm Shop Work was 
placed in the basement of the school building. The 
whole upper floor of our building was taken and the 
seventh and eighth grades incorporated with the high 
school. Although three teachers were secured for our 
school we really added but two to our list. 

Few changes were made in the program of studies 
for the seventh and eighth grades because the school 
was more or less on trial. | Now that it is an unqualified 
_ success certain changes should be made to make the 
grammar school an intergral part of the high school. 
More of the practical work should be open to,the seventh 
and eighth grades. We have not been able to treat 
them fairly this year: We also may be able to offer 
opportunity to the Latin Course pupils to begin a lan- 
guage earlier. This is in accord with some of the best 
schools in the land. It is commonly known as the “Six 
and Six”’ plan, giving six years to the elementary school 
and six years to the high school. ‘The school is fully 
up to my best expectations. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing three teachers who are capable and interested in their 
work. At the close of the school year | hope to publish 


& 
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either by means of a newspaper or in pamphlet form, a 
detailed account of the work being done in our school. 
I have received several requests for this information, one 
coming from a magazine published in a Western state. 


Tuitions to the amount of about six hundred dollars 
have been paid for pupils attending out of town during 
the winter and spring terms. Our school received state 
approval before the school year began. As the school 
board received no instructions in regard to tuitions not 
required by law none has been paid during the past term 
or since the school was approved. A close estimate of 
tuition bills of seniors attending at Milford this year 
will be $160., of Juniors, $95., of Sophomores, $40., of 
Freshmen, $40. Although we have provided for all 
those who returned to our home school, eight preferred 
to complete their work at Milford and one more entered 
there. 


In a town this size, with nine rural school buildings, 
questions will be constantly arising in regard to trans- 
portation of pupils. 1 am frequently called upon by 
parents or others to state what the law or custom is in 
regard to this matter. I am glad to state that I have 
nothing to do with the transportation problems in our 
town except to give the facts pertaining to the schools 
in question. I will try to place the principal facts of law 
and custom before the citizens for reference. In order 
to be brief I will state conclusions without giving rea- 
sons. 


The present law was enacted in r8oI. 


The school board shall in every district provide 
schools at such places within the district and at such 
times in each year as will best subserve the interests 
of education, and will give to all scholars of the dis- 
trict as nearly equal advantages as may be practicable. 
They may use a portion of the school money, not ex- 
ceeding 25 percent., for the purpose of conveying 
scholars to and from school. 


The smaller districts were abolished in 1885. Al- 
though we still hear citizens speak of living in a certain 
district, these old lines were abolished thirty years ago. 
When schools are opened the school board assigns the 
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school which certain children shall attend. ‘No scholar 
who shall have been assigned: to a particular school: by 
the school board shall attend any other school in the dis- 
trict until assigned thereto.” ‘This provision was mod- 
ified by the last: legislature, which provided that a parent 
may apply to the state superintendent for relief if. he 
thinks it against the moral or physical welfare of. his 
child to attend the particular school assigned. The state 
superintendent may assign the pupil to another school or 
he may allow such child to withdraw from.school or he 
may make other orders with respect to the attendance of 
the child. 


Every person having the custody of'a child between 
the ages of eight and sixteen years must cause such child 
to attend school all the time the school is in session,ex- 
cept that the child may leave school at fourteen years of 
age if he has graduated from the elementary schools. 


An old law, enacted in 1871 but repealed in 1891, 
provided that the above law should not apply to a person 
living more than two miles from a school. Since 1891 
the school board has been left to judge what would be an 
unreasonable distance for a child to go to school. Each 
disputed case has had to be settled by the courts. The 
supreme court has decided a case declaring three miles 
unreasonable when transportation was not furnished. 

A law of 1878, since repealed, provided a mile and a 
half as the least distance for which transportation could 
be furnished. 


Here we have two old laws, now repealed, for the 
guidance of the school board, one giving a mile and a 
half as the minimum distance for which transportation 
could be paid, and the other stating the maximum dis- 
tance a pupil could be forced to attend school without 
transportation. While the parent is given no right, ex- 
cept the privilege of withdrawing his child from school, 
the school board is morally bound to keep all children in 
school. ‘They are not required to furnish transportation 
but they should do all they can for pupils living two 
miles or more from school. — | think two miles is as far. 
as-any child should be required to walk, and that is too 
far for young children. 


The old law made a mile and a half'the least distarive 
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for which transportation could be furnished. ‘This states 
an old “custom” but the school board 1s not now bound 
by this restriction. Wherever transportation is furn- 
ished there is no reason why the school board can not 
allow those living within this distance to ride on the 
wagon or pay extra from the school money for this 
service. 

No child should be paid for walking to school. If it 
is not best for him to walk so far then he should not be 
encouraged to do so, and 1f it is proper for him to walk 
then he can do so without pay. The ages of children, 
their physical ability, and the condition of the roads all 

should be considered in determining whether transporta- 
tion should be furnished. — 


The question of transporting high school pupils’ is 
of so recent origin that there is no precedent to follow. 
Children under fourteen attending the high school cer- 
tainly have a moral right to ride on the school wagon if 
one is supplied for pupils in their neighborhood. Now 
that our high school is developing on a six year basis I 
believe we definitely should decide that wherever a 
school wagon is run high school pupils also may ride. 
The intention of all laws and customs pertaining to this 
subject is to keep children in good schools. Any plan 
which discourages them from doing so should be looked 
upon with disfavor. 


Although the great changes in our high school at- 
tract all the attention this year, the work being done in 
the other schools is of the highest quality. The classes 
in all our schools are keeping up to the standard of the 
state program. The fact that there were only twelve 
non-promotions last June exclusive of the first grade 
shows that our pupils are keeping up with these classes. 
We are not raising the standard and leaving the pupils 
below. ‘The record of non- promotions for the first grade 
is high because we admit beginners for the spring term. 


The usual suggestions as to repairs, improvements, 
and expenses of the schools are omitted from this re- 
port as | hope to present these matters 1n person at the 
district meeting. 


Amherst has every reason to be proud of its schools 
this year. The town deserves a place. well toward the 
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head of the list of towns of the state for other than al- 
phabetical reasons.
